HMAS Perth, USS Houston and 
the Dutch destroyer Evertsen the 
next morning sought to run the 
blockade in Sunda Strait. Two 
Japanese crulsers pounced on the 
Evertscn, set her on flre with shells 
and drove ter ashore, 

From that moonlit tropienl night 
of March, 1942, until October; 1044, 
no detalla of tho gallant last fight 
of the Australlan crulser Perth filter- 
cd through from any source. 

Then four surviving members of 
her crew were rescued when a 
Japanese prisoner-of-war ship was 
torpedoed by an American submarine 
In October, 1944. They revenled 
that nearly half of the crulser com: 
plement of 678 had Ianded''In Java 
after the sinking. © In September, 
1045, 153 additional inembers of the 
Perth crew were liberated {nom the 
prison camps {In southern Honshu. 

These men cleared oway the shroud 
of mystery which for so long had 
muffled the fate of the crulser, In 
Sunda Strait, the Perth ran into a 
Japanese destroyer flotilln off the St 
Nicholas Point, on the north coast of 
Java, In brilllant moonlight, © the 
cruiser, which was moving in com- 
pany with the USS Houston, found 
heraclf encircled by enemy des- 
troyers with several heavy and light 
erulsers in the rear, This Japanese 
naval force at the thme was convoy+ 
ing troop dransports for landings on 
the Java majnland, 

Outnumbered and outgunned, the 
Perth and Houston were caught tn a 


J hurricane of shellfire. But the men 


of the Porth fsught back doggedly, 
firing from the forward turrets. 

Enemy gunfire came from several 
bearings, and Japanese destroyers 
passed sp close that they could be 
engaged with machine-guns, Twenty 
dramatic minutes passed before the 
Perth was hit. Then her alrernit, its 
catapult and crane were shot uway 
ond her starboard pom-pom — was 
shattered. None of the crulser's 
guns was knocked out In these first 
heavy salvocs, 


“We Were Helpless” 


ITH Japanese shells tearing her 

superstructure to pieces the Perth 
fought back. Her gunners for more 
than on hour {na combat as desperate 
und hopeless as that of Gronville’s 
“Revenge” drove off the destroyers 
which began to close for “the kill.” 
At deast two of them recoiled to 
direct hits from the crufser .and 
spouted flame.’ The Perth gunners 
believed that they sank Inter, Torpe- 
docs from the Perth also hit two 
enemy transports. 

Although the 8-inch shells of the 
Japanese cruisers began fo tear the 
Perth asunder. in o flurry of smoke 
and flame, the gun crewr kept firing 
while a gun would function or while’ 
there was a shell to ram into a gun 
breech.

Four days after the last gallant 
fight of the Perth, the little sloop, 
HMAS Yarra, went down In an 
equully meritorious combat ngainst 
two Jnpanese 8-inch gun cruisers, 
In the closing; hours of the Singa- 
pore drama, the Yarra had rescued 
1,804 men from the giant liner Em- 
press of Asia, Which was set ablaze 
by concentrated enemy air attack, 

On February 27, 104%, a convoy 
of six vessels escorted by the Yarra, 
an Australian mine-sweeper and a 
sloop of the Royal Indian Navy left 
Patavin for Tillitjap. They beat off 
a submarine attack on the way, and 
as they approached ‘TjlHtjap on 
March 2 they were ordered to pro- 
-ceed to Australia because of the 
rapid advance of the enemy 'n Java, 

At dawn. on March 4 the convoy 
was attacked by a force of three 
Japanese heavy crulsers und four 
destroyers. Three 4-Inch- guns of 
the Yurra and one 4-inch gun of one 
of the merchant sbips were the sole 
armament with which fhe convoy 
could oppose the enemy, The Yarra 
put down a smokescreen and ofder- 
ed the convoy to scatter, 


-Gallant Yarra 


GAINST such a weight and power 
of fire the Nght could not be but 
short-lived. Two of the enemy 
erulsers concentrated their fire on 
dhe convoy. The Yarra’s guns kept 
firing for 20 minutes till she was 
disabled by shelifire, but she did not 
sink until two and a half hours ufter 
the actlon opencd. The entire con- 
voy was destroyed, An official 
“Navy “version -~declares—that~ the 
Yarra put up a gallant fight com- 
parable with that of the HMS 
Jervis Bay when she and her con- 
voy were attacked by a German 
battleship tn the Atlantic in 1940. 
The commanding officer of the 
Yarra, Licutchant Commander R. W. 
Ranin, and all but thirteen members 
of the crew were lost. 

Of the entlre Allied Naval force 
which fought the itl-starred, unequal 
Battle of the Java Seca, 
American destrzyers managed to 
make their way to Australia after a 
skirmish with Japanese destroyers 
patrolling Ball Strait, Thus the 
Java Seu hnd come entirely under 
Japanese control, 

On Sunday, March 1, the enemy 
invaded Java at three points, Crosse

With complcte com- 
mand of Sunda Strait and the Allied 
naval forces’ destroyed or scattered, 
the Japanese were oble. to reinforce 
thelr invasion army at will, By 
March 5 thelr columns had swung 
round behind Batavia wind the end 
was near. ? 

Describing the magnificent defen- 
‘sive struggle of the Australians, 
Brigadier Blackburn said; “For 72 
hours thls crack Japanese division 
hammered at us, and. could not 
advance o yard. If they had passed 
us, very large forces would have 
been cut off, harbour’ demolitlons 
could not have been done, and big 
quantities of Dutch war = material 
would have beén Jost, 

“By sheer, stark bravery, our men 
held them off, «There never has been 
au finer body of men.” 

When Batavia fell to the cnemy 
the Australians were withdrawn to 
the Bundoceng mountain defensive 
area, Agalnst key points in this 
mountain HMne the Japanese massed 
heavy artillery and crushed them bv 
sheer welght of metal. On March 6 
they captured Kalidiati nerodrome, 
40 miles from Bandoeng. This gave 
their bombers free range and they 
could chuuse their targets with ime 
punity, Both Dutch and ‘Australinn 
forces now suffered continuous un- 
opposed alr iittnck, By weight of 
numbers, the Japanese over= 
came the defences of Bandoeng and 
seized the town. . 

Organised resistance was continued 
for a’ few days longer until March 
9. By then the mountain position 
had become untenable owing to Incle 
of supplies and incessant’ hammering 
from the alr. Small, well-trained 
Dutch guerWa groups under General 
Schilling: and General Pesman con- 
tinued to Aight in the mountains. 
The Australlans also took to the 
hills, but, lacking. both food and 
ammunition, many eventudlly were 
forced to surrender, 


_ Helfrich Leaves 


ADMIRAL Helfrich left Java with 
his staff on March 1, and three
